CHUNGKING, China, Feb. 14—(By Wireless) —We 
heard a great deal in Hongkong, in the days before the siege, 
about the guerrilla troops of the central government armies 
operating in the province of Kwangtung. Missionaries and 
travelers returning from the interior told of the obvious 
cread of the Japanese for the silent, swift-moving Chinese 
who marched by night and vanished by day. 

The Japanese garrisons locked themselves inside their 
forts during the hours of darkness and they dared not move 
even in the daylight except in large bodies. 

Our escape from Hongkong entailed breaking through 
three Japanese rings. First, the ring of troops thrown 
around the island itself; second, the ring of the sea block- 
ade; third, the ring formed by the Japanese army in China. 

t was in surmounting the third of these obstacles that we 
came to know and to honor the irregular Chinese troops 
‘fighting mr Kwangturg. We marched with them for days, 
sometimes almost within speaking distance of Japanese de- 
tachments, and none of us had any fear. We knew we were 
in safe hands. The guerrillas guided us and cared for us and 
brought us safely to our destination. 

What do the guerrillas of Kwangtung look like? The 
average guerrilla is a well-set-up youth, lithe and lean, 
dressed in black clothes, a felt hat of dark color ard light 
rubber shoes.

Their prime 
aim life was to spot a Japanese detachment far from its 
base at nightfall. 

“We march until it is almost dark and then we make a 
detour in the hills and get ahead of the enemy, who doesn’t 
know we are within 50 miles. We choose a suitable spot and 
wait and then as the Japanese walk into our trap—.” Here 
mv informant lifted his Mauser and directed a spray of 
deadlv bullets at his imaginary victims. 

I] asked him what happened if there were a great many 
panese.

At Low Cost

The latest idea for revenue is to 
have a federal fat tax. Dr. Anton 
J. Carlson, of the University of 
Chicago, thought this one up. He 
contends that obesity is injuring 
the health of our citizens and that 


the way to check the. national ten- 
dency to excess weight is to put 
a tax on overeating that will be 
felt where it hurts—right smack 
in the pocketbook. 

He might have something there. 
The tax obesity places on health 
does not seem to be much of a 
deterrent. That it is a tax and a 
great one is shown by life insur- 
ance statistics. It is a fact that if 
at 50 you weigh as much as 50 
pounds too much, your life expec: 
tancy is reduced by 50 per cent. 

You may take the view that 
through shrinkage in the pocket- 
book we'll all eventually stop 
overeating and that if the price of 
food continues to soar the national 
weight will automatically drop. 
But all the evidence is against it. 


In hard times, the weight trend 
‘is up because people eat to fill up. 
|The tendency is to consume more 
of the cheap starches which put 
on weight and less of the protec- 
'tive foods which make for a bal- 
/anced diet. 

| To keep the menus balanced in 
spite of the rise in food prices you 
— look into the less expensive 
sources of protein, vitamins and 
minerals. Protein is not just sir- 
loin steak. It’s also round steak, 
beef liver, fish, rabbit, all the 
beans—navy, soy, kidney, ima— 
milk, cheese in all forms, and 
eggs. 

During wartime we are encour- 
aged to cut down on the highly 
refined foods, and a very good 
thing it is. When too many of the 
calories are taken in the refined 
sugars and starches and the vita- 
min-free fats, the weight increases 
but the vitality is lowered. If you 


are overweight, the sugar ration- 
ing should be the least of your 
| worries. Sugar is nothing but cal- 
|ories. Less of it will improve your 
health.

Which Shall It Be? 

President Roosevelt has asked the nation 
to pay $9,000,000,000 in new taxes, to help meet 
the cost of the war. The nation, as a whole, 
has accepted that dictum, has already taken 
up a notch or two in the old belt and is 
prepared to tighten still further when the call 
for the added taxes comes. 

There are a few things about the manner 
in which Washington spends the taxpayers’ 
money that have made Joe Doakes, the aver- 
age American, mad. Small things, to be sure, 
but he sees in them the symbol of a tendency 
which can easily put a serious dent in the 
nation’s war finances. So, in the words of a 


well-known cartoonist, Joe Doakes shrieks to - 


Washington: “When I know that my hard- 
earned tax money is all spent for defense, and 
not for politicians’ pensions, department press 
agents and Hollywood floor shows, my morale 
will be swell!” 

All, therefore, Washington need do is cut 
out the things that are unnecessary, the things 
that should not even be contemplated at a 
time like this, and the taxpayers of the nation 
will cheerfully give and give and give, in any 
form of taxation, for the winning of the war. 

Recent dispatches from the national 
capitol state that action on the new tax bill 
has been delayed chiefly because of a differ- 
ence of opinion between congress and the 
Treasury as to the best means of extracting 
new tax dollars from the small income classes. 

It must be remembered that nearly all of 
the desired $9,000,000,000 will have to come 
from the small income groups. The larger 
income earners are already taxed so heavily 
there is little more to be had from them, even 
though the government taxed them 100 per 
cent—confiscation of their entire incomes. If 
li incomes in the United States above $5,000 
per annum were taken entirely, it would 
inance the war for only 60 days. 


On the one hand, the Treasury is in favor | 


of an income-withholding tax. This is taken 
of salary before it is paid over by the 
employer. It would be taken, too, from rents, 
dividends and all other reachable forms of 
earnings. It is estimated a 5 per cent with- 
holding tax would yield approximately $4,000,- 
000,000 annually. 

The difficulty with this method of taxation 
is that it does not reach everyone. It reaches 
all wage earners and Salaried people, it can 
reach pretty well all those in the larger urban 
communities, including those who live on 
investments, rental of properties or are in 
private business of any description. It cannot, 
reach the farmers nor can it reach 


out 


however, 
many of those who live in small communities, 
semi-rural centers, where most work for them- 
selves. 

Congress, on the other hand, has favored a 
sales tax. A 3 per cent sales tax, allowing no 
exemptions whatever, is estimated to yield 
$2,000,000,000 annually. It is argued that such 
a tax reaches everyone, for everyone must buy. 

Arguments against the sales tax are, first, 
it doesn’t yield sufficient revenue and, second, 
the revenue it does yield is rapidly shrinking, 
for the day is fast approaching when half the 
productivity of this country will be purchased 
by the government. And there is no sense in 
the government taxing itself, through sales 
tax. That means nothing. 

Already the Treasury is feeling the effect 
of lessened revenue from the so-called luxury 
taxes. People are burning less gasoline, which 
last year paid upward of $500,000,000 into the 
federal treasury. Sales of automobiles, tires 
and other products have already been stopped, 
with consequent stoppage of the considerable 
revenue from taxes on these articles. Sales of 
other. things which carry heavy tax, such as 
refrigerators, radios, etc., will be stopped be- 
fore long. 

It would take a heavy sales tax to raise the 
revenue which must be forthcoming. 

On the other hand, if a withholding tax is 
levied, there are already reports that organ- 
ized labor will demand wage increasts to offset 
it. In other words, the average American 
would then pay the withholding tax, but the 


average American pays would, in turn, be used 
to pay the taxes of labor union members. 
Unfair and a reductio ad absurdum, but by 
no means the first in the concessions made 
to organized labor. 

It really matters little what form of taxa- 
tion is finally adopted, provided it is fair to 
all and there are no loopholes through which 
special privilege may avoid payment of the 
tax. For J@e Doakes is ready, nay, eager to 
pay his full share of the war cost, provided 
all the other Joe Doakes pay their share, too.

On February 18, next Wednesday, an 
Atlanta institution which has _ contributed 
importantly to the advancement of the south, 
will celebrate its 75th anniversary. It is More- 
house College, institution of higher learning 
for Negroes, which was founded by the 
American Baptist Home Mission Society and 
named after one of the society’s great leaders 
of the 20th century, Henry L. Morehouse. 

Probably the majority of Atlantans are 
little aware of the great work being done by 
such an institution as Morehouse. Yet, 
through the roster of Negro leaders who have 
remained in the south and who have done 
much to help their people and to improve 
their lot, will be found the names of hundreds 
of Morehouse graduates. 

Morehouse teaches not only the learning 
of classroom and laboratory, but teaches also 
Christian character and the truth that no 
man can serve his fellows who is not himself 
a humble follower of the Christ whose mission 
on earth was but the epitome of service. 

Morehouse graduates have made. great 
names for themselves in many fields of effort. 
But it is, probably, among the more humble 
ones that the truest and greatest service of 
the institution has blossomed. These are the 
ones who preferred to stay with their own 
people in the south, rather than accept tempt- 
ing opportunities in other parts of the country. 

These loyal ones are found as _ teachers, 
principals, ministers and agriculturalists in 
every section of Georgia and in the other 
southern states. They have done much for 
better interracial understanding, as well as in 
lifting the standards of life among their 
people. 

Morehouse has been a powerful factor for 
good among the Negroes of the south for 
three-quarters of a century. For the sake of 
the entire south, Negro and white both, it is 
to be hoped Morehouse will continue to serve 
for many years to come.

You can’t fight very effectively until you are 
angry. And there’s nothing that can stir up anger 
quite so well as hate and vengeance. So that the 
slogan of our war against Japan is “Remember 
Pearl Harbor.” If we are to win the war, we 
must keep that slogan fresh in the minds of all 
civilians, and burning in the hearts of all our 
fighting forces. 

This is no time for idealism. No time to talk 
of fighting for the Four Freedoms. No time to 
talk of “having no quarrel with the people of 
Japan.”

If we expect our boys to win on the battle- 
fields, in the air, and on the oceans, we must 
expect them to be fighting to kill a million Japs 
in hand-to-hand combats, in dog-fights, and in 
blitzkriegs.

“At the north an unwieldy democracy lumbered Into war in a 
state of unpreparedness, met the crisis with half-way measures, left 
much to the states and local agencies, planned 
first for a ‘three months’ war,’ lost itself in 
intrigue and in legalistic discussions as to what 
the war was about, struggled with divisions at 
home while facing serious menace in ita foreign 
entanglements, and gradually proceeded to more 
and more drastic measures and more vindic- 
tive legislation aa the conflict raged on. Find- 
ing defects in its rather inefficient government, 
it was compelled often to tinker with the ma- 
chine, though it seldom attempted drastic altera- 
tions in governmental structure. Swept by gales 
of hysteria and war frenzy, it was raised to 
heights of exaltation by the courage of heroic 
sacrifice and invigorated by newly tapped 
sources of energy and organization; yet it was 
algo shamed by the shocking degredation of 
wartime aggrandizement and personal greed. 
Having staggered through a fog of wartime 
blunders, it emerged into a worse fog of post- 
war excess. As the war progressed it changed its character, so that 
all hope of restoring the status quo ante was doomed to disappoint- 
ment. The simple patterns of Jeffersonian and Lincolnian democ- 
racy had been submerged in an irrevocable past.” 

You could change the beginning of that paragraph to read: “In 
December, 1941, and unwieldy democracy ...” and not have to 
change another word to make it fit our present-day conditions, 
It not only fits—it presents our position of today with stark realistic 
exactness. 


OLD. OLD STORY We did go in unprepared. We did meet 

the crisis with half-way measures. We 
were not serious about Japan. We are struggling with divisions at 
home. We will move to more drastic measures. We will be fortu- 
nate if we escape vindictive legislation. We will have to tinker 
with the machine. 

We have had, and will have, gales of hysteria and exaltation. 
We have been, and will be, shocked by the degradation of wartime 
greed. We will stumble through a fog of wartime blunders. 

We will not be able to recall the irrevocable past. 

All that we know. We have seen the revelation of exorbitant 
and conscienceless profits and yet we know they are not as great, 
not as uncontrolled as in 1916 and 1917; not as bad as the brazen 
thievery of the post-war Harding administration. 

We know that unprepared as we were, we still were better pre- 
pared than we were for 1917. 

We know the divisions at home, which were tremendous at the 
time of the Japanese attack, closed up and that the startled advocates 
of dissension and division are just now beginning to lift their voices 
again. 

That some of them are in our government is not new. 

No nation has ever known the division that Lincoln knew fn the 
north. No president has ever had as many bitter enemies as Lincoln 
unless it was Jackson. Lincoln had his in a war for the survival of 
the Union. 


Politics were not adjourned in his time. Some generals in his 


own army conspired against him. 


When he was killed we went into post-war excesses which were 
as vicious and as cruel as any imposed by the Hitler government 
on the conquered provinces of Europe. 

We are ina war. The die is cast. We must win or be destroyed. 
There is no going back. We have improved in our control of the 
greed of individuals seeking war profits. We were better prepared, 
inadequate though it was, than before. 

We may hope that our thinking, too, is improved. 


SH ALL WE BE PETTY? Now and then a door opens. In 


some of the mail condemning the 
pension grab by congress, there were some who had to let the door 
slip open and show their wish was somehow to harm the President. 

We see the same thing when Mrs. Roosevelt unwisely and 
thoughtlessly gives a job to a girl dancer. All the pent-up pettiness 
of little men in congress screams out and shows a sort of mob spirit 
in a minority of congress. Having voted themselves pensions which 
at a minimum would cost $80,000 per year they go into a fury over 
a girl dancer at $4,000—while tremendous events shake the world. 

The trouble is they have been so wrong. They have stepped 
out time and again and been rebuffed by the spirit of the people. 
They stubbornly fought every social reform.- They hated labor 
racketeers not as honest people hated them, because they were 
vicious racketeers but because they hated all labor. 

There are not so many of them. History shows we always have 
had them and that they always follow a pattern. 

They have. mocked every plan. They mocked the possibility of 
war. Yet the war came. 

You get just a glimpse at them as when the President's wife 
makes an unwise appointment or the President signs a bill which 
had a cleverly-concealed pension rider for congressmen on it. 

The world has been unkind to them and they resent it but 
seldomly can find a place to put their rage. 

I doubt if we shall be petty enough to permit them to be petty. 

Singapore has fallen. It is a time to be concerned with things 
greater than a girl dancer or any other small mistake. 

We've got to win or be destroyed.

An Effort To ! Square the Record 


After Untair Criticism 
By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


“The power to tax,” said a wise statesman, “is the power to 
destroy.” He might have added that the power to prosecute is the 
power to ruin the innocent. 

During the last two years, while many of us worried about the 
nation’s unpreparedness, I wrote some paragraphs criticizing the 
Aluminum Company of America,. commonly called Alcoa. I was 
fooled by the prosecution, and this is an effort to square my 
conscience. 

The government was prosecuting Alcoa. The trial lasted year 
after year. The evidence totaled more than 15,000,000 words—~ 
enough to fill 150 ordinary novels. Government agents had dis- 
sected the company’s records and transactions to the last detail 
If there was guilt, they would have found it. 

The company was charged with offenses that seemed like trea- 
son-—monopolizing the business and preventing competition; con- 
spiring with the Germans to limit production here while the Nazis 
built up great reserves for war; limiting production to keep prices 
unfairly high. -In all, there were 140 charges of wrong-doing. 

Of course, the case was tried in the papers. Some of the gov- 
ernment’s 34,000 press agents provided news stories that made 
the company’s guilt seem certain. 

It was treated as an outlaw. Ickes held up its application to 
develop more power. Jesse Jones loaned $100,000,000 to its come 
petitors. Its officials, who should have devoted all their energy 
to production, had to spend half of their time preparing defenses 
and appearing in court. The trial cost Alcoa $2,000,000, 

And then the company was found free of all guilt. The gov- 
ernment hadn't produced evidence to support a single one of its 
140 charges. 

Alcoa isn’t a monopoly, for the evidence showed there is bauxite 
all over America, which anybody with money and power can make 
into aluminum. Automobile makers testified that they didn’t make 
their own aluminum because Alcoa’s prices had always been fair. 
As a final clincher, it was shown that Alcoa hadn’t made an impor- 
tant move in 28 years without first consulting the Department of 
Justice. And, as a last touch of irony, the chief government prose- 
cutor resigned to go into the aluminum business himself—with 
government backing. 

The chief concern of the Fathers was to protect citizens from 
the power of government. But constitutional guarantees are worth 
little while one man has power to prosecute where there is no 
evidence of guilt.
